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Notice Of Intent To Amend Regulation

The Administrator, Division of Environmental Protection, Carson City, Nevada is
issuing the following notice of proposed action under the Nevada Revised Statutes,
NRS 233B.0603. The Administrator is proposing various amendments on the “Use
of Treated Effluent (Reuse) Regulations”, Nevada Administrative Code (NAC)
445A.275 through NAC 445A.280. The mission of the reuse program is to protect
the waters of the State from the discharge of pollutants and to safeguard public
health, while allowing for the use of treated effluent for irrigation and other
acceptable uses. This is accomplished by issuing permits that define the quality of
the treated effluent, the management requirements, and the operational steps
necessary to protect the quality of the waters of the State and Public Health. The
proposed amendments to the reuse regulations are necessary to expand the use of
treated effluent in @ manner that is consistent with the above stated goals.

The proposed regulation amendments focus on adding additional permitted uses of
treated effluent and on better defining the treated effluent categories. NAC
445A.275(2) is revised to include further definition of secondary treatment
standards and surface irrigation. NAC 445a.275(5) is being revised to better define
spray controls for the protection of public health. The categories of treated
effluent quality and irrigation use (NAC 445A.276 are being reorganized to match
the quality of effluent with specific irrigation uses. NAC 445A.277 is being
completely replaced to include addition, non-irrigative, uses of treated effluent.

The estimated adverse immediate and long-term economic effects of the proposed
revisions to these regulations on the business, which it is to regulate is minimal.
The permittees will have additional uses of treated effluent available and the
categories of treated effluent will be easier to interpret.

There is not likely any potential for a beneficial or detrimental immediate economic
effect of the proposed revisions on the business, which it is to regulate. The
beneficial long-term economic effects of the proposed regulation amendments on
the business, which it is to regulate, is the reduced uses of potable water for

activities that may now be met with treated effluent. The Division has not
attempted to quantify this long-term beneficial effect.

The proposed regulation amendments are not expected to expand the number of
facilities requiring permits, therefore, the estimated cost to the Division for
enforcement of the proposed regulation will be minimal.
